Hy sterical — Thirty -Nine 
W omen Were W idowed Hy Awful Catastrophe— Difficult for Many 
to S|K*ak of Horrible Scenes They W itnessed— Titunic's Crew Prais­ 
ed — Berg lUps Ship’s Bottom Ot>eu So Swiftly and Easily That Pas­ 
sengers Were Hardly Aware That Any thing Unusual Had Happcn- 
ed —-Including Captain Smith, All Were Slow to Realize Peril. 


* New York, April IP.—Lifted 
from 
the gates of death, the 7 45 survivors 
of the Titanic were landed here by the 
Carpathia, which rescued them 
two 
hours and a half after the great White 
Star steamer hurled itself against an 
Iceberg last Sunday night. 
Many were weak and nervous and 
hy sterical from an ex perience 
that 
h ad left the world void and empty fo r 
th em. 
But—and thousands 
thanked 
God for it, as they watched - the ma­ 
jority of the sad ard bereaved com­ 
pany were well in body . 
Only o ne o f th e Titanic’» survivo rs 
tiled wh ile th e C&rpatl ia was driving 
th ro ugh fo gs and sto rms to th is po rt 
Fo ur o f th e Titanie’s peo ple h ad per 
Ish ed trying to get abo ard th e Car 
rath ia and ano th er Titanic passengei 
lo st h is life by th e o verturning o f a 
bo at.

Th e Carpath ia repo rted th at th ere 
were 7 1 0 sr,e d o nt o f a passenger list

lives 
Th e Tito nic's passengers say th ere 
were 745 rescued o ut o f a passenger 
list o f 2 340. 
Th e list o f names furnish ed o n th e 
Carpath ia o n its arrival sh o w 18 3 first 
cabin passenger saved, .115 in th e sec 
o nd cabin, 178 th ird class, and 200 
o f th a crew, a to tal o f 08 7 saved.

wo man passenger o n th e Carpath ia 
h eard fro m th e sh ip’s do cto r th at 1!*' 
o f th e passengers and 210 o f th e crew 
h ad been saved and th at 39 wo men 
lo st th eir h usbands. Six o f th ese were 
brides. 
So cleanly were th e po lice arrange 
ments at th e pier carried o ut th at 
th ere was no surging o f cro wds, no 
bustling and h alting o f th e Titanic’s 
survivo rs. 
Fro m a sco re o f passengers came th e 
sto ry o f th eir awful experience. 
Placid Sea Hides Death . 
Th e 
great 
liner 
was 
plunging 
th ro ugh a co mparatively placid sea o n 
th e surface o f wh ich th ere was much 
mush y ice and h ere and th ere a num­ 
ber o r co mparatively h armless lo o king 
flo es. 
Th e nigh t was clear and stars 
visible. 
Ch ief Officer Murdo ck was in 
ch arge o f th e bridge. 
Th e first Intimatio n o f th e presence 
of th e iceberg th at h o received was 
fro m th e lo o ko ut in th e cro w's nest 
Th ey were so clo se to th e berg at th is 
mo ment th at it was practically im 
po ssible to avo id a co llisio n with it. 
Th e first o fficer did wh at o th er tin 
startled and alert co mmanders wo uld 
h ave do ne 
under 
similar 
circum­ 
stances—th at is. h e made an effo rt b> 
go ing ftiil speed ah ead o n h is star­ 
bo ard pro peller and reversing h is po rt 
pro peller, simultaneo usly th ro wing h is 
h elm o ver, to make a rapid turn and 
clear th e berg. 
Rips Eo tto m Open. 
Th ese maneuvers were no t success­ 
ful. 
He succeeded in preventing h is 
bo w fro m crash ing into th e ice cliff, 
but nearly th e entire length o f th e 
great sh ip o n th e starbo ard side was 
ripped. 
Th e speed o f th e Titanic, estimated 
to be at least twenty-o ne kno ts, was 
so terrific th at th e knifelike edge u: 
th e iceberg's spur pro truding under 
th e sea cut th ro ugh h er like a can 
o pener. 
Th e sh o ck was almo st impercept­ 
ible. 
Th e first o fflrer did no t appar­ 
ently realize th at th e great sh ip h ad 
received its death wo und and no ne o f 
th e passeng ers it i3 believed h ad th e 
sligh test suspicio n th at anyth ing mo re 
4ban a usu.fi mino r incident Bad h ap­ 
pened. 
Hundreds wh o h ad go ne to 
th eir berth s and were asleep were not 
awakened by th e vibratio n.

Captain Smith was la t seer» o n th e 
bridge Just befo re th e sh ip sank, leap­ 
ing o nly after th e decks h ad been 
wash ed away.

tio n asked by many since th e disas­ 
ter. 
Many o f th o se with life preserv­ 
ers were seen to go do wn despite th e 
preservers, and dead bo dies 
f l o a t ed

away. 
Mrs. A. A. Dick, wh o was saved with 
h er h usband, said: 
“Th ere was th e wildest, excitement 
i aftm th e sh ip struck. 
Th e crew first 
| ran to th e rails to prevent anyo ne 
I fro m jumping o verh eard. I was stand­ 
ing near tie* firs» two bo ats th at were 
launch ed. 
At first u few' men strug­ 
gled to gain wats, but wh en th ey saw 
us wo men th ey calmed do wn and put 
us abo ard th o bo ats. 
Th eir bravery 
I was wo nderful. 
Th e lo wering o f o ur 
bo at into th e sea v ¡s a terrible ex- 
I perieno e. 
Th e bo ats with th e rescued 
j passengers lay in th e vicinity o f th e 
fo undering vessel fo r abo ut an h o ur.
